2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closet 
prior art is Ziv Nan (WO-02/46147) discloses compounds that bind selectively to cells 
undergoing perturbations and alterations comprising heterocyclic compounds, but fails 
to specifically disclose or render obvious the combination of substitutents (compounds 
represented by formula ll-lll, V-VI, IX-XI and XIII-XIV) set forth in the instant claims. The 
claimed subject matter is not taught or suggested by the cited reference and thus, the 
claimed subject matter is considered to be novel and patentably distinct over the prior 
art of the record. .
